Mr Moody's Brother 

TLg following storj, wliioh Mr. Moo- 
dy told at one of his great meeting's 
in London at tho Haymarket Theati e, 
kIiuwh how ho uses anecdotes for ill- 
iiHtratioii, wliioh ho often introduces 
with wonderful elicct: 

"Tho first thiiiy; 1 c;in rfiiiombor in 
my life is the dcutli of u>y fiiLlior.- He 
died suddenly one beautiful day iu 
June. He fell dead upon tho iloor, 
and it gave iiio Ruch a shock ih;it I ne- 
ver can forget it. Tho next thing that 
I remember was tho biokiioss of luv 
mother, and tho third thing that I can 
remember was my ehleat brother be- 
coming a prodigal. I well remember 
how that mother mourned over that 
boy — how she used to scud ua ofl' to 
tlio postofHce, a mil(! and a half from 
where wo lived, to see if thero was not 
a letter from him, and how we uaed to 
come back day after day bringing tho 
.sad tidings, 'No letter.' I remember 
how we sat around the old family fire- 
side and talked about our father — liow 
he looked and what ho usod to say. 
Mother would tell us what he said, and 
va would nod there as long as she 
would talk about him; but if anybody 
mentioned that oldest brother all 
would be hushod, for tlie team uaod to 
flow down my mother's face at the 
mention of his name, and often 1 
would see her turn away to wipo hor 
eyes while she was busy at her work; 
and sometimes she would say, 'Uh, 
that I could hear that he was dead!" 
It would be such a relief. I do not 
know but what ho may be in want in 
some foreign laud.' 

The house in which we lived was on 
, a hill, and when the wind used to blow 
mother used to bo more sad. She 
would say, 'Perhaps he is on the ocean 
and thero may be a gale. He may be 
exposed to fierce winds to-night.' 
Many a time I woke up past midnight 
and listening, I have beard her pray: 
'Oh, God, save my boyl' "Xear after 
year, the mother pleaded to God for 
her boy, and on Thanksgiving Day, 
when the nation gives thanks to tlio 
Almighty, it is a cu.stoniary thing for 
the families iu tho United Htatcs to 
gather round their boards, and as v o 
used do 89, mother always placed 
one vacant chair for her absent boy.' 
'Perhaps,' she said, 'ho will como 
back to-day,' and wo uaetl to go and 
watch at the window aud sec if he was 
coming. 

Long years passed away, and the 
hair that \va.s onco so black began to 
turn gray, and the stop that was onco 
so ^rja.beg(t(i, to tremble. I could see 
► that her' ISrduble was carrying her 
down to an untimely grave. Sho wa.s 
indood just going down to tlie grave 
with a broken heart — .such was the 
love aud pity with which hor heart 
used to yearn over tho boy. I often 
.thought she loved him more than ail 
•the rest of us. The other children 
grew up and passed away from that 
village. Her two youngest children 
were sitting by. her sidi; one day, and 
there, yyas; a stranger HO on outside tho 
house, and without going upon thu 
• piazza lie stood looking iu upon that 
mother that ho liad not soon foryears, 
and when tho niothor saw him she did 
not know him; but wiien .she saw the 
tears trickle down the l6ug black 
beard thiajt^^ad grown in the interval— 
in those tears she recognized her long- 
lost boy. She sprang to the window. 
She said, "0,iny son, is it possible you 
have come back ? Como in, come in!" 
ii^ut thero ho stood and ho said, 'No 
mother, I will novor cross youi' tiires- 
liold until you fi)rgive \\\(\'' 

Young men, do you think that 
mother forgave that boy ? Ah ! there 
was not anything" in her hoart she 
wanted to do so much all t]K)S(! 1om;_; 
years. Sho liad forgiven him all iiKnig 
and had not anything to forgive now. 
Sho van to the door, met him upon 
the threshold and threw her loving 
arms around his neck; sho iiressod him 
to her bosom and wept over hini. She 
would not hear a word nf seH'-rt.'[)i()a('li 
from him; sho was oiily i()<_i ghul to 
have him back. When tho news l oach- 
od mo in a distant city, I can't toll you 
how my heart leaped within rue for 
joy, but tho joy that it gave that 
mother, and tho joy that it gavo us as 
.'i family, is nothing to tho joy that 
will bo in heaven to-ni^ht if you will 
only come to Chiibt.

- Tho in- 
vestigation into what is known as the 
Shelbuma horror has been made by 
the Commission appointed by the lo- 
cal Government, but their report is not 
yet handed in. It is understood that 
tho ovidonco taken will not bear out 
the clmrge made against the captain 
and crew of the schooner Mary E. 
Jones, of outraging and murdering 
two women passeugers named Suther- 
land. It is said, however, that the 
toatiniiiny taken by tho Commission 
does show that the two girls wore 
cruelly abandoned and I'^ft to 
their fate on a disabled vessel on a 
bitterly cold night, while the captain 
and crow took to the boat and were 
saved. 1 1 is jjrobablo that tho women 
couhl not havo ondnrod tho hardships 
cxperionccd by those iu the boat, and 
would (inly have encumbered it and 
perlmps prevented those in it reaching 
laud.

"Withiri'the jpast two months Victor- 
ia City has been what an ardent revi- 
valist would term "peculiarly blost" 
by the addition to her natural advau- 
ta<^8 of two important adjuncts — the 
one condu(;ing to good honllh iiiul 
pubjiio*ol.eanUness: the^.other provid- 
ing more frequent and secure means 
of communication with the common 
trnde-ceutre •£ the Pacific, ^he first 
blessing — good water — we have alrea- 
dy Bpokoii of in terms of comiiienda- 
tiou, and have lauded — we think not 
too highly — the enterprise, energy, 
Blid1)ublic-spiritedne8S of the Corpo- 
ration in pushing the work tbroiigh to 
a state of successful completion. Of 
the second wo have presorvod silenco 
until we saw on the part of tho 
Pacific Mail Coiupaiiy an eaniost and 
continued ellbrt to win — b^' employ- 
ing a superior class of ships, and pro- 
viding eii;ellont accoiniuodation and 
perfect security for passengers — the 
ocean traffic of tho Province. After 
two months' trial, under difiicult cir- 
cumstances and with the many disad- 
vantages that a company coining into a 
trade are bound to cxporieuco, can- 
dor compels us to say that tho now 
service is eminently satisfactory. So 
satisfactory, indeed, that when tlio 
pi^esentis contrasted with the mail 
service of days gone by, we seem to 
have realized the dawn of a new era 
upon our Province. The vast benolit!| 
conferred by the service is seen evory- 
whoze in the increased business that a 
la^ChAOoepsioa to our population has 
naturally created. Every interest is 
stimulated; hotels are full to overflow- 
ing; tho ominous words "To be let" Imvo 
almost disa^jpcared from door posts; 
new stores and dwellings are rising 
in every direction; and artisans are 
fully employed at renumerative rates. 
It is said that nearly 2,000 persons 
have landed at this port since the first 
of August, a number four times great- 
er than that landed here during a 
corresponding period in 1871. 
It will Ue said that most of these iuirni- 
grants do not remain with us— that they 
merely pa^a through our oity. That is 
true; but the same thing ooourrod when 
tho number arriving was not a fourth of 
the number coming now; so that if wo 
retain only 20 percent, of the immigra- 
tiotfj'w^ have had 400 persons added to 
the population of the Province who would 
not havo come at all under tho old Hor- 
vice. The now line, too, lias added Vic- 
toria to the "tourifit route," and a person 
may purchase a ticket for Victoria in any 
eity oi, the Union, Canada or England, 
where this Gompaoy have agencies. By 
these means the Province is brought into 
notice abroad and every agent for 
the Steamship Company becomes an effi- 
cient immigration agent for British Col- 
umbia. These, it will bo admitted, are 
great advantages— greater than wo could 
have hoped to reap by any other means. 
But there are othorreaBons why the line 
should be patronized and encouraged. 
Bo soon as arrangements can bo made iil 
Nanaimo for rapid loading, all tlio Ktoam- 
shipa of the now lino will take in cargoea 
of coal at Wellington for San Francisco, 
where there is an ever-increasing demand 
for our coal as being tho best to be had. 
Tho Company are prepared to take -1,000 
tonsamontli, which means an expendi- 
ture of 8240,000 a year for coal alone, 
not to mention tho disbursements of tho 
ships for supplies, oto., while lying in 
port. No doubt there are otbor indus- 
tries that might bo stimulated Ijy tho fre- 
quent calling of ship.H at tluH jjort. Tlioio 
is always a demand at San Francisco for 
fresh fish, which we have in abun- 
dance; bolts for barrels and hoop pole.s 
can Boarcely be had in sufliciout (iiiunti- 
ties to supply tho demand; and many 
other articles of native j)rodnetion might 
tiiid a market were Huflicient onoi-gy 
exerted to introducio them and soizo tho 
opportunity offered by those ships for ra- 
pid transit to a market. In writing thus we 
nave only stated Avhat we believe to bo 
due in common fairness to the new con- 
tractors and the excellent and efBcient 
service which they liavo provided in lust- 
class boatd. No doubt tiio trade is ciip- 
ablo of great e.xpaiisiou, and tho boneiit.s 
conferred will lie (piadruplod if a corres- 
ponding spirit of enterprise bo but shown 
by merchants and those amongst us whc 
are concerned in productive ontorpri^^^a 



being insulted by a Hhaiiioless attempt 
to dcccivo and terrify you. Instead 
of giving you the truth in this matter, 
by publishing the opinions of the 
Press of Canada, and letting you draw 
your own conclusions, our mendacious 
conteiujjorary dares to tell you that 
"Mackouzio and Bluko nro convicted 
of plotting with Sir A. T. Gnlt to in- 
duce Canada to abandon tho construc- 
tion of IhejPacilic Railway."

CF.XTI.EMEX:— As a general election 
for monibors to roiireyent you in the Lo- 
cal i'urliaineut of this I'roviuco is about 
to take place, I have determined, iu ac- 
cordance witk a very |;eneral request of 
tho electors of your District, to offer my- 
self as a candidate. 

The early date at which I hoar the 
olootions are to be held will jirijvont my 
meotiug you personally, as I had intend- 
ed, I therefore take this opportunity of 
giving you my views on some of tho most 
important questions that are like^.to oc- 
cupy the attention of th^o next Legisla- 
ture. 

Tho Indian question I consider of the 
greotcst importaiii'o, nnd one that should 
bo attended to nt tho oarliost possible 
moment. Livin;^', as 1 do, amongst a 
portion of the most disc«utcnted, 1 sjieak 
with authority when I say tliiit unless a 
speedy settlement is arrived at, conso- 
(lucnces of a very grave naturo are likely 
to arise. The Indians are not unreason- 
able in their demands; what tliey want is 
a fair settlement, and I cannot see why 
this should not have taken place almost 
immediatidy after tlonfodoration. 

Tin; school system of this Province -I 
consider good, ami with the success ap- 
parent that has attended tho boarding 
school at Oaohe Greek, I would advocate 
a further expenditure in that direction, 
and consider that Kamloojis and other 
portions of this largo Province should 
liavo institutions erected of a like charac- 
ter. 

Tho formation of Agricultural Societies 
throughout the Province, you are aware, 
I have for some time advocated, and I 
would supiiort any measure giving a lib- 
eral grant of mouoy to aid such societies. 
It will be the moans of bringing farmers 
and stock-raisers together, of comnaring 
.'jfock and inducing tlie importation of 
good bloDil . 

The early CDnimonconient of tlio Rail- 
way on tlio Mainland of British Columbia 
is of tho greatest iiuiJortanco to the Hot- 
tlers iu this section of our Province. 

The late negotiations that have taken 
place with regard to a relaxotion of the 
TerniH of Union T have been opposed to, 
and consider that unnor nocircunistances 
should tlioy liavo been entered into with- 
out consulting the people. They have, 
!ia]ipily for lis. lieon iinsueeessf ul, hut as 
it la reported that fresh negotiations are 
likely to take place and the question must 
bo considered at an early date by oUr Lo- 
cal Government, I would support no 
Government who in tr(:atiiig \\itli the Do- 
minion GoveriuiKUit did not insist on an 
early eoiniiieiiccineiit of ruihv.iy I'oii.struc- 
tion on the IMainland, ami an t^ipial <lis- 
tribution bctTv'tvni VaiiooiiYcr Island and 
the jNIainland of any coiupen.satioii that 
might bo otlbrod lor the nonf ultilmont of 
file Terms of Union. I consider that 
slioulil fresh negotiations take place some 
lu ranfjtMiiont should bo come to with tho 
Dominion (tovernmcnt by which uur 
Tarill' fdioiihl lie KO iiiodiliod as to ;;ivi' 
us Homo protection fur oui' stock iiitorost. 

Should you, gentloiu(}n, do me the 
honor of idecling mo as one of 3'our ro- 
prcsoDtuti v<!s, [ shall fool it always my 
duty to ailvucato the expenditure qf pub- 
lics monies on public works as for as the 
rovenuo of the Province will allow, but 
that only on works of a reproductive 
character. 

i coii.Hidor that the Government of the 
Provineo should be carried on with the 
strictest economy compatible with i)ub- 
lio oifioieacy; that taxation should bo 
equalized so that tho rich man pay his 
fair ))ro])ortion with tho poor, which is 
not tho case now. 1 trust tlmtthesn views 
will bo acceptable to you, and should you 
return me ns one of your representatives, 
I shall endeavor at all times to obtain 
your views on all public questions, and 
thus be enabled to act according to the 
w(dl understood wishes of my oonatitu- 
eiits.
